The sonsolidation 
of competing telegraph lines, even by the pur- 
chase of one by the other, shall be strictly for- 
biddea, A woman's private property shail re- 
main hers after marriage. Any property she ac- 
quires after marriage shall also be entirely hers. 
Her husband shall not be liable for her debts 
before marriage, nor for those “contracted by 
her in relation to her sole property after mar- 
riage.”

But, 
pleads the accused, I did not ask for 
the appointment; Delano, Edmunds, Chand- 
ler, and Harlan put me into the 
place; and I did not then, and do not 
now, beheve in the practice, so that they are 
guilty, not I, if any guilt there be. This last 
plea is equivalent to saying: “If Smith lets me 
into the Treasury vaults, and I steal all I can lay 
hands on, Smith is guilty, but as for me—no 
stain rests on my name!” If s Paymaster had 
offered Col. Hinton; during the War, an oppor- 
tunity to steal $1,200 of Government funds, 
would the latter have felt justified in doing so? 
We might bave expected to find Delano and 
Chandler aud Harlan committing petty larceny 
in this way, but it is a shock to discover that a 
good journalist like Hinton should have con- 
sented toit. We have called this transaction 
petty larceny. There is no pretense that Hinton 
ever did an hour’s work for the Government. 
Yet he was paid $1,200 of Government money 
for his services to the Republican party. This 
was a nice transaction for a party that was then 
trumpeting its new dogma of Civil-Service

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THE PRINTING FRAUDS AT SPRINGFIELD. 
The frauds practiced upon the State Treasury 
at Springfield have attracted much attention, put 
it looks as if the Legislature was not equal to 
the task of punishing them. The Committee 
on Printing beve taken a mass of testimony, and 
on Friday Judge Bradwell made a report of the 
facts, with certain resolutions. The majority of 
the Committee, while conceding the truth of the 
report, proposed different action.

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The murderous operations of the Missouri 
highwaymen, so matter how dangerous or dea- 
perate these banditti may be, are a diagrace to 
that State, and argue a degree of inefficiency or 
cowardice upon the part of the State suthor- 
ities. The St. Louis Republican records seven 
robberies committed within a comparatively ahort 
time, and all of them undoubtedly by the same 
gang,—the robbery of the Iowa railroad train; 
that of the Corydon, Chillicothe, and St, Gene- 
vieve Banks; that of the Treasurer of the 
Kansas City Fair Association; the plinder of 
the Hot Springs’ coach, and the Gad’s Hill rob- 
bery. Although these robberies were of an un- 
usually aggravated character, and m some 
instances accompanied by murder and personal 
violence, no one has been arrested or punished 
for them. It has been well establidhed that the 
Gad’s Hill robbery was perpetrated by two 
gangs of bighwaymen known as the James 
brothers and the Younger brothers, aad 
there is iittle reason to doubt that 
they were concerned in all the other outrages. 
These desperadoes live in Missouri, and are well 
known im their section, and yet the State hes 
taken no steps to arrest or punish them. What 
lictle has been done is the work of private deteo- 
tives for the sake of reward, and that little has 
met with tragic results, as might have been an- 
ticipated. Whicher, the detective, who traced the 
James brothers to their lair in Clay County, was 
seized by them, tied ur on a horse, taken over the 
Missouri River, and shot, and his body was left 
in the woods. The detectives who hunted down 
the Younger brothers fared no better. Although 
ope of the brothers wae killed, two at least of 
the detectives were also killed, and one made 
his escape, and now both gangs are at large 
again, with nothing to prevent them from organ- 
izing anotber robbery and continuing their dep- 
redations with impunity from arrest. It is very 
doubtful whether any more private detec- 
tives will care to take their lives in their hands, 
and go down into this section where they cannot 
have the help of any one in their operations.
